Dean Rode Discusses Union 
ism, Strikes And Col¬ 
lective Bargaining 


Congragationalists Of South

Organization Plans To Inter

Opening the Sierra Madre For¬ 
um session on Tuesday evening, 
Dean Arnold Bode reviewed la¬ 
bor unrest in this and other 
countries, and emphasized the 
status of unions, the strike 
weapon and peaceful picketing in 
our economic structure, since col¬ 
lective bargaining has become 
the law of the land. Dean Bode 
defined the position of the 
churches and quoted at length 
from "Causes of Industrial Un¬ 
rest," by J. A. Fitch. 

Goodwin Knight, speaking for 
Governor Frank Merriam's can¬ 
didacy, eulogized the latter’s 
long legislative record. He de¬ 
fended the governor’s action in 
calling out the National Guard 
in San Francisco to maintain or¬ 
der during the longshormen's 
strike and to guarantee a food 
supply for the populace, when 
the strike assumed general pro¬ 
portions and an effort was made 
to prevent the operation of 
trucks carrying food supplies. 

Mr. Butler, speaking on behalf 
of former Governor C. C. Young's 
candidacy, described the Young 
administration as one of the most 
efficient in California’s history, 
and notable for its regard for 
human values. Mr. Butler also 
referred to his candidate’s long 
legislative record, and said that 
on important progressive mea¬ 
sures, C. C. Young had voted yes 
and Frank Merriam had voted 
no, in particular on the King tax 
bill, which greatly increased 
State revenues for vital services, 
and helped to create a thirty 
million dollar surplus that was 
turned over to his successor. 

Animated discussion followed 
centering around unemployment 
and the tax situation.

Among 
those taking parts were the 
Misses Kortkamp, Morgridge, 
Hull, and Daily and Messers 
Howard Morgridge, Don Blanke 
and Weston Senour. 

Rev. Holland Burr, chairman of 
the Educational Committee of the 
Conference and pastor of the 
Oneontu Congregational church 
spoke in the highest terms of 
Mr. Oaten’s work and of the 
splendid organization of the 
young people’s groups. He was 
followed by Rev. James More, 
pastor of the Plymouth Congre¬ 
gational church of Los Angeles, 
who out of long experience, ex¬ 
pressed his deep regard and that 
of all Conference friends by pre¬ 
senting Mr. Oaten with a purse 
contributed by a large group 
in the garden. 

Mr. Oaten's final work with 
the Conference will be the lead¬ 
ership of the Young People’s 
Camp at Big Pines August 22-29 
to which a large number will go 
from Sierra Madre.

The club held a meeting in the 
parish house of the Episcopal 
church on Monday evening when 
plans for the house to house 
canvass were discussed. It is 
planned to divide the city into a 
large number of districts, to each 
of which a team wil lbe assigned. 
It is proposed not merely to con¬ 
tact the head of each household, 
but each member of it that is of 
voting age and to record the 
reasons given by each person for 
refusal to sign the petition or to 
join the club. The tentative plan 
is to have these reasons gone 
over by a commitee and later to 
send a representative to answer 
the objections given and make a 
further effort to convert the ob¬ 
jecting citizen to the Townsend 
idea. 

It was announced at Monday’s 
meeting that 50,000 Townsend 
clubs wil lbe formed throughout 
the country before the next Con¬ 
gress convenes and that a large 
lobby will be sent to the capital 
in an effort to secure adoption 
of the plan this winter.

That positive declaration comes 
from Fred E. Stwart of the State 
Board of Equalization, spiking 
sumors that the Board planned 
to remove fertilizers from the 
tax-exempt classification. 

Saving California farmers more 
than $100,000 annually in sales 
tax payments, the board's ruling, 
or re-declaration of its original 
policy, is of primary importance 
to orchardists and vegetable 
growers both heavy users of 
fertilizers. 

California farmers, through 
their State-wide organizations, 
were successful in establishing 
their contention, both before the 
Legislature and the Board, that 
a tax on feedstuffs in most in- I 
stances would be "double taxa- j 
tion,” inasmuch as the farmer's | 
products produced by the feed¬ 
stuffs would be taxable when 
sold on the market.
